of people clumored to see Col. Roose- 
velt.

Isaac H. Sawyer, president of, the St. 
Louis Advertising Men’s League, ex- 
pressed doubt Friday that the shippers 
of St. Louis and Chicago will be able 
to “get together” in the fight to be 
waged to prevent further increases in 
rates for one year. 
“Chicago is for Chicago,” said Saw- 
yer. “We work in harmony with the 
dealers in every state in the Union. 
The Washington avenue wholesale mer- 
chants have made St. Louis the com- 
mercial center of this sentiment. 
‘Perhaps that is why the National 
Wholesale Dry Goods Association elect- 
ed Elias Michael president. And yet we 
find that association conducting its pub- 
ifcity campaign against mail order 
houses with Chicago as its headquarters 
and we find that the secretary of the 
association is a former railroad man. 
Rallway Men at Head. 
‘We often find the greater commercial 
bodies are headed by men very close 
to the railroads. This may account for 
the lukewarm support the present fight 
for 12 months of prosperity received 
from the business men’s organizations 
until it was taken up by the ad men and 
was made an issue between the legiti- 
mate business men of the country and 
those who attempt to control transpor- 
tation through local and national organi- 
zations. 
“I have no feeling against the rail- 
roads.

Action Follows Litigation 
With City Over Kern 
Light Co. Forfeit. 


Under an order from the Circuit 
Judges, the National Surety Co. will 
not be accepted on bonds in the Circuit 
Court. The order became public Thurs- 
day,, It was made at the request of 
the City Law Department; as a result 
of the surety company’s litigation with 
the city over the $200,000 bond of the 
Kern Incandescent Gas Lighting Co. 

The Kern company contracted with 
the city to light the strets with gas, and 
failed to fill the contract. Its $200,000 
bond was signed by the National Sure- 
ty Co. Since then there have been many 
efforts to compromise the claim. A bill 
was introduced into the Municipal As- 
sembly to accept $100,000 for the claim, 
but it failed of passage. 

The order by the circuit judges was 
not unexpected to the surety company 
and Arthur Rankin, local manager, is- 
sued a statement in which he said that 
the company had defended the claim 
because the Kern company’s bond was 
guaranteed by private indemnitors, and 
that these indemnitors refused to pay 
unless defense was made. 

The company therefore stood in 
danger of losing $200,000 unless it 
contested the claim, Rankin says. 

Probate Judge Holtcamp issued an 
order not to.accept any bonds from 
the company until he had scrutinized 
them. 

The city’s suit on the bond was filed 
in the Circuit Court and the answer 
of the defendants was filed by the law 
firm of Bond, Marshall & Bond. Ran- 
kin told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he has been informed the 10 per cent 
defense was overruled by Judge Sale, 
and that the case had been transferred 
to the United States Circuit Court. 

Protested Against Defense. 

According to Rankin, the defense was 
only one of several. “The indemnitors 
of our company,” he said, “instructed 
their attorneys to direct the National 
Surety Co. to make the 10 per cent 
legal limitation plea. 

We protested against such defense 
but were advised by our attorneys 
that the indemnitors would consider 
themselves entirely relieved of all 
liability unless we did as directed. 
We were compelled to allow the de- 
fense or make our stockholders prob- 
ably lose $200,000.” 

Rankin declared that under similar 
circumstances any surety company 
might be calleq upon to make such 
defense. He said he does not be- 
lieve that the order against his com- 
pany will remain in effect long. He 
is preparing information for the Cir- 
cut Judges and the Probate Judga, 

Circuit Clerk Graves, acting at the 
direction of the judges, has notified 
hig deputy clerks not to accept Na- 
ticnal Surety Bonds.

Dr. Walter H. Hewett, resident physi- 
clan at the City Hospital, says that, al- 
though he has injected the extraordi- 
nary amount of §000 units of serum into 
the patient’s spinal cord, he has little 
hope of the boy's convalesence. 

“I know of only three cases of recov- 
ery,” he said, “in instances in which 
the serum has not been administered 
within 10 days after injury. In. this 
case the delay was nearly two weeks. 

“Curvature of the spine has not yet 
occurred, but the jaws are rigid. I re- 
gard the boy’s condition as desperate. 
Today his legs and arms are growing 
stiff. We are doing all we can to pre- 
vent convulsions, in which lockjaw pa- 
tients usually die. Whenever there are 
signs of a coming spasm, we arrest it 
by blowing chloroform, atropine or 
chloretone across the patient’s nos- 
trils.’’ 

Hope for the Schleier boy’s recovery 
however, may be entertained, in view of 
a remarkable cure of an advanced case 
of tetanus reported to have been 
achieved by Dr. L. C. McElwee, 122 
North Grand avenue. 

The patient is 10-year-old Gertrude 
Bodemer, 8513 Pennsylvania avenue. The 
rigor which signified the last stages of 
the disease had already appeared when 
Dr. McElwee was summoned, and the 
child’s body was curved in a semi-cii- 
cle, with the heels near the head.

ROBISON WANTS 
A SHAKE-UP IN 
UMPIRES’ RANKS 





Cardinals Owner Will Ask That Some 
Action Ee Taken Against Incom- 
petent Indicator Handlers. 





p 


RESIDENT M. STANLEY ROBISON of the Cardinals plans 
to have some action taken against several members of the 
National League staff of umpires at the annual meeting of 


the old League magnates this winter. ‘If M. Stan. has his way 
several indicator handlers will be looking for new jobs after the 


gathering of the club owners. 
“The umpiring in the National 


League this season has been the worst, 


in years,”’ said President Robison to 
the Post-Dispatch, “§t has come to 
such a stage that some action is neces- 
sary and I will have something to say 
about it at the winter meeting of the 
Nationa! League. 

“In protesting the work® of the indi- 
cator hand‘ers, I do not mean that we 
are always getting the worst of it. 
There’s no question but that the Car- 
dinals have suffered as much, if not 
more, than any other team in the 
League, but I am not the only club 
owner who has a kick. 

“The povr work of the umpires is 
going on all over the country. There 
isn’t a city in the circuit that hasn't 
some complaint over the work of the 
men who are hired to call the plays as 
they see them. 

“I hardly believe there is any favorit- 
ism shown by the umpires. They are 
simply Incompetent. And when a man 
is incapable of holding a position the 
only thing to do is to get someone else 
who is qualified to perform’ the duties 
required. 

“I have seen some very peculiar deci- 
sions rendered this season. In Chicago 
recently a certain umpire, who has 
made many joke decisions in St. Louis 
this season, called a man safe at third 
base when it was clear to all in the 
park that he was out. To make mat- 
ters worse, he changed his* decision 
when the opposing team made a pro- 
test. That kind of work hurts base- 
ball.”’ 

As President Robison will be joined 
by other club owners in the protest 
against some of the umpires, it is al- 
most certain that there will be a bunch 
of newcomers on the National League 
staff next year. The club owners are 
the men who pay the salaries of the 
indicator handlers and they will come 
pretty nearly getting what they want. 

A big howl is almost certain to co 
from the New York club. The Giants 





have probably suffered almost as much 
as the Cardinals. Johnny McGraw has 
made all kinds of protests against the 
arbiters and will likely after the 
jobs of a few this winter. President 
Horace Fogel of the Philadelphia club 
will also have something to say. He 
claims that his.club neVer has a chance 
to win when a certain pair of umpires 
run the game. 

Manager Frank Chance of the Cubs, 
& pretty big man in baseball, has made 
more than one remark about poor um- 
piring in the National League this year. 
Although his team has led the race for 
the major part of the season, he claims 
that his club is always getting the 
worst of it. He points to the numerous 
banishments, suspensions and fines of 
his players. 


The next most important announce- 
ment by President Robison was that 
the Cardinals will not prepare for the 
i911 season in Little Rock. Manager 
Bresnahan objects to training at that 
place for several reasons, and the Car- 
dinals will prepare elsewhere next 
spring. 

The Cardinals’ owner has also put 
the ban on off-season baseball by his 
players, and, as told in the Post-Dis- 
patch several days ago, Manager Bres- 
nahan and Ed Koney will not be mem- 
bers of ‘“‘Tex’’ Rickard’s All-Nationa! 
team, which is to tour the country after 
the season closes. President Robison 
fears that some of his athletes might be 
injured as was Catcher Jack .liss last 
winter. 

When the Cardinals occupy a first- 
division berth in the race, Owner Robi- 
gon will erect a new grand stand at 
League Park. As the team slumped 
badly this season, he has abandoned 
the idea of building a new structure 
this winter. Mr. Robison prefers to 
spend money for ballplayers first. 

He also denied the report that he 
bad purchased the Terre Haute (Cen- 
tral League) club to be used as a “‘farm” 
for St. Louis National League players. 


Koney and Roger Make Noble Effort 
in Ninth but Doves Win Game No. 1 


D KONEY and Roger Bresnahan 
made a noble effort to stave off 
defeat in the opening game of 

the series with the Doves of Boston at 
League Park Thursday, but after each 
had polled out a triple in the ninth, 
scoring the Cardinals’ lone run, “Lefty” 
Mattern tightened and the Lakeless 
Hub aggregation went over 2—1 


It was one of the best battles seen 
here recently. And much depends on 
the current series. The Doves managed 
to pull the lead of the Cardinals over 
the cellar occupants to three games. 
It’s up to Bresnahan’s boys to win to 


keep from hitting the bottom. 


Roger nominated Victor Willis to start 
the game.

'Linguist, Who Smugtles Chi- 


nese Into the U. S., Says 
He Will Reform. 





Because, as the pdlice put it, his ab- 
sence is preferable to his presence, 
Arthur E. Spencer, master of six lan- 
guages, including Chinese, and former- 
ly an interpreter in United States 
courts, was released from Central Dis- 
trict holdover Friday on condition that 
he would leave town. 

Spencer’s unpopularity with the police 
is due to the fact that he has served 
time in five Federal prisons for smug- 
gliing Chinese into the country. He says 
be has reformed. He ts 48 years old and 
bears unmistakable signs of the thor- 
ough education he jsays he has received. 

“Education has been my curse,” he 
said in bidding Chief of Detectives 
Smith farewell. “I’m going to try to 
forget most that I have learned. I’m 
going to my wife and family in Chi- 
cago.” 

Supt. Shea of the Bureau of Iden- 
tification, knewn as “the man witn 
the camera eye,’’ saw Spencer at Sixth 
and Chestnut streets Thursday night. 

“Helio there, Spencer, what are you 
doing here?” saluted Shea. 

“Beg pardon, but you’ve got the best 
of me,’’ said the dapper-looking Spea- 
cer, 

“Well, anybody that can get the best 
of you deserves credit,"’ replied Shea 
with a laugh, and he escorted Spencer 
te police headquarters. A glance at 
the records soon convinced Spencer that 
he might as well admit his identity, 

Lived Near Hong Kong. 
“My father was an Englishman and 





my mother a Spaniard,’’ said Spencer 
while. his measurements were being 
taken for the Bertillon system. ‘For 
18 years I lived with them near Hong 
Kong, where my father had a sugar re- 
finery, I learned to speak, read ani 
write Chinese as well as I had mastered 
English, and right there is where my 
trouble began. While employed as in- 
terpreter in a United States court I 
conceived the idea of smuggling Chl- 
nese into the country. There was no 
money in that, but the forgery of reg- 
istry papers—part of the scheme- 
brought me big returns and caused my 
downfall. 

“T found it‘a simple matter to get the 
Chinese into the “Wnited States, but It 


‘was hard to keep them here, because 


they could not get registry papers. 
There were several of us in on the deal 
and, of course, we were all caught. My 
prison sentences ranged from 18 months 
to two years, and, as I was able t9 
make as high as $2000 a year by draw- 
ing up bogus registry papers, I Grifte! 
back te the business several times. I've 
quit it now, though, for good.”

The men who can jump into a flying machine 
and “just fly’’ can be numbered upon one hand. 
For the average person the only thing to do is 
to discount the laugnter of friends and onlook- 
ers and keep to the ground until all the tricks 
of the machine at that level can be mastered. 

This, says the Scientific American, was what 
Deploring the

after building new machines, wheel them out 
and launch them into the air without due prep- 
aration. “The beginner should remember,” it 
adds, “that such a veteran as Capt. Baldwin spent 
many days of experimenting in running his ma- 
chine over the ground and becoming familiar with 
it before making an attempt at actual flight.”

A NATIONAL’ PRIMARY LAw. 

Senator Cummins has announced an intention 
to propose at the next session of Congress the 
enactment of a law providing for the nomina- 
tion of candidates for président and vice-presi- 
dent by the direct primary system. He is quoted 
as saying “The nomination of party candidates 
for president and vice-president at primary elec- 
tions, just as nominations are now made for 
state and county office, is a natural step in the 
movement fn which Progressive Republicans 
lead.” 

The first question raised by the proposal is one 





of practicability. That, however, is an iseue that 
_ €annot be reasonably discussed until the proposed 


law is drafted and its terms submitted for con- 
sideration.

THE NEW REMEDY. 

Plainly enough the Tariff Commission idea 
has worked out beautifully. It was a fool idea 
in the beginning. Cannon said so and sneered 
at it. Aldrich didn’t see how any commission 
could rival him as a tariff maker. Payne ridi- 
culed the notion. The party platform failed to 
notice it. Besides, had the Repubiicans not been 
making tariffs since tariffs emerged from a ban- 
dit cradle to come into ultimate respectability 
as a national policy?

Casting about for something that 
looked like a remedy, Mr. Taft found the found- 
ling Tariff Commission scheme on his doorstep. 
Surveying it in the light of the reception ac- 
corded his justly celebrated speech at Winona, 
he found it looking amazingly attractive. 

Then there began to leak out from the White 
House hints that the “best ever’’ was the “best 
ever,” but still not “absolutely scientific.’ No- 
body knew just what an “absolutely scientific” 
tariff could be, but it had a resonant sound. 
Rolled from the silver tongues of a regiment of 
campaign orators, it promised to hypnotize rfulti- 
tudes, salve calloused consciences, bring the 
parted together and restore harmony to its 
wonted estate. 

The Tariff Commission scheme was plainly 
the means to the “absolutely scientific” thing, so 
it grew rapidly from an unfathered idea to the 
proportions of a $250,000 appropriation and three 
jobs for stand-pat enthusiasts. It was duly in- 
stalled among the remedies available in an emer- 
gency with hope working fondly to defer the 
emergency to 1987. But hope failed. The emer- 
gency came and now the Tariff Commission is 
the mainstay of a disintecrating party. It may 
not do any uniting of the parted, or impair the 
discord, but for conjuring purposes it is the very 
best thing from the pouch of the Medicine Man. 
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Senator Cummins has planned a national pri- 
mary law, and so scant has been the tax on his 
ingenuity that he will devise other “ways of an- 
noying his party before Congress meets again.

HIS OWN CROOKS. 

Theodore Roosevelt thinks he means what he 
says when he says he feels it the more his duty 
“to hunt crooks out of public office” because they 
are crooks of his own party.

“PROVES AVERY 
DECIDED “FROST” ; 


Prices Melt Over a Cent 
While Temperatures 
Rise. 





“Little Boy Blue come blow your 
horn, the bears are in the wheat 
fields, the bulls are in the corn.” 

The bulls did not stay in the corn 
long. however, at today’s exchange 


when frosts predicted for the corn 
belt proved decidedly “a frost’ from 
the speculative standpoint. 

While it was still cool in Nebraska, 
where the bulls expected to make a 
“killing,” the temperature was slow- 
ly rising and indications were that 
the cold snap would pass without 
doing any damage. 

Bulls threw over their lines of 
corn in an effort to get out and 
prices yielded over a cent a bushel 
before the selling subsided. Wheat 
dropped off sharply in sympathy. 

Expert Snow says the past week has 
been highly favorable for corn every- 
where and the prospect still holds for 
the largest crop on record. 

Liverpgol prices were firm on light 
offers, continued unsettled weather in 
the United Kingdom, outside speculative 
buying and smaller Indian shipments. 
A slight pressure to sell developed on 
liberal offers of Russian and Danubian 
wheat. 

Liverpool spot wheat closed %d up to 
%d down, futures 4d higher. Spot corn 
unchanged to id lower, futures %%d 
lower. Paris wheat futures, 4@%c up, 
flour lc lower to 4c higher. Antwerp 
futures 1%c up, Berlin %c lower and 
Budapest %c_ lower. 

Cabies reported conditions in the Ar- 
gentine favorable, with arrivals from 
the interior large and quality satisfac- 
tory. Argentine shipments showed:

The winter wheat movement shows a 
marked falling off, but Northwestern 
arrivals are still heavy, and the Nght 
shipments from primary points add to 
the discomfort of the bulls. Profession- 
als continue to talk of the heavy 
charges of 914c represented by the dif- 
ference in September and May deliv- 
eries and do not follow the bull side 
very confidently. 

Minneapolis arrivals of wheat today 
totaled 371 cars; last week, 286; last 
year, 254. Duluth received 89 cars; last 
week, 130; last year, 5. Winnipeg had 
100 cars, against 17 last year. 

Chicago receipts of wheat today, 140,- 
400 bu, against 90,000 bu last year; ship- 
ments, 117,500 bu, against 428,601 bu last 
year. 

Kansas City receipts of wheat, 170,400 
bu, against 212,550 bu last year; ship- 
ments, 169,200 bu, against 221.500 bu last 
year. 

Local wheat receipts today, 119,038 bu, 
or 6017 sacks, 83 cars loca:, 12 through;

Saturday morning Dr. J. W. Kenned?, 
the operating surgeon, visited Bailey at 
10 o’clock. There was hardiy any pul- 
sation, and the patient was rapidly 
growing cold. At 11:40 Bailey seemed 
suddenly to realize that he was dying 
and began’ to talk with his wife and 
trivate secretary about his business af- 
fairs. He was perfectly calm. 

At 11:45 he died, tO all appearance. 
His eyes became fixed, a slight tremor 
passed through his body and then it 
became rigid with the exception of his 
hands and throat. His eyes nearly 
closed. The nurse indicated that death 
had come. Word was sent to friends 
who waited outside. 

Then, in a whisper, with tremendous 
mental effort to master the inert mus- 
cles of his throat, Bailey dDegan again 
to talk. For 27 minutes he gave direc- 
tions for the care of his estate and the 
education of his daughter, Laura, 15 
vears old, besides uttering pnrases for 
the comfort of his wife. All this t'me 
his eyes were half closed and fixed. 

Uses Deaf and Dumb Alphabet. 

At 12:12 his voice failed him. After 
trying to master it he made a motion 
with his hand indicating that he wished 
to write. A pencil and pad were brought. 
He scribbled meaningless lines at first, 
but then clearly wrote “Paralysis,” in- 
dicating by a motion the cords of his 
throat. A moment afterward one hand, 
resting on the pillow, was lifted till a 
finger touched his forehead, indicating 
that he was still conscious. His eyes 
were closed and there was no indica- 
tion of pulse. He had all the appear- 
ance of a dead person, but gradually 
his fingers began to work. 

In his younger days Bailey had stud- 
ied the deaf and dumb alphabet as an 
amusement. After the. birth of his 
daughter Laura the family lived near 
a deaf and dumb institution in German- 
town and the little girl became profi- 
cient in talking with the inmates. The
